present minister of public works, and 
was sure he would not abuse his office 
he had an uncanny presentiment of what 
might oceur if a dishonest minister ever 
attained the office.

The bill fellows the railroad legisla- 
tion of Canada with important addi- 
tions. The minister of public works 
made special reference to the clause 


that deals with the acquisition of rail- 


ways. The government may take over 
2 railway subject to the legislation of 
the province whent it is deemed to be 


in the hest interests of the yrovince to 
In the event.of disagreement over 
the terms ef acquisition, the government 
shall take ever the railway after giv- 
ing ene year’s notice at a compensation 
fixed by arbitration. If difficulty arises 
over the appointment »of the third ar- 
hitrator he shall he @ppointed hy the 
chief justice of the Supreme Court of 
Canada.

Other Clauses. 

The time for construction of any rail- 
way is limited to two years for the first 
30 miles and one year for each succeed- 
ing thirty miles until the end of tive 
years, when the road shall be complet- 
ed or the company shall forfeit its char- 
ter with respect to the uncompleted por- 
tion of the road, 


Drainage. 
The company shall make and main- 
tain 
the railway to connect with ditches and 
water courses upon the lands through 
which the railway runs, so that the nat- 
ural drainage shall not be obstructed. 
Fences and Cattle Guards, 
Section 144 provides for strong fences 
and gates, not less than sixteen feet, 
with safety fastenings to prevent farm-

Use of Railway by the Government. 

Under regulations that may be made 
by the Governor General in council or 
Lieutenant Governor in council the rail- 
way may be required for the carriage 
of mail, military forces and stores as 
exigencies demand. The exclusive use 
of the telegraph is reserved for the gov- 
ernment when required. 

° Tolls and Bylaws. 


Bylaws relating to the isane of tolls 
shall be aproved by the government be- 
fore coming into effect, and such tolls 
shall be charged cqually to all persons, 
and there shall be no unjust discrimina- 
tion against localities, Pooling of 
freights and tolls with other companies 
is prohibited. When the company over- 
charges extortionate toll it shall be law- 
ful to recover an amount equal to three 
times the amount unjustly exacted. 

Wages of Laborers. 

In any case where the legislature 
grants aid by way of subsidy or guar- 
antee all laborers and mechanics shall 
be paid the current wages of competent 
workmen in the district and inase of 
dispute the rate shall be fixed by the 
minister, and it is further stipulated 
that no agreement’ with employees shall 
relieve the company from liability from 
injury. 

Vearly Returns. 

Every railway company operating un- 
der a provincial charter shall make an- 
nual returns to the government of its 
capital, traffic and working expenses at- 
tested by the oath of the secretary and 
president of the company. The returns 
shal) also be laid before the legislature 
within twenty-one days after the open- 
ing in each year. A return of all acci- 
dents and casualtics is also required 
each year. Making false returns is 
punishable by a fine of $1,000 severally 
for each officer, servant or agent impli- 
cated and imprisonment to a term not 
exceeding twelve months.

POLICE SLIGHTLY UNDER 
STRENGTH. 

The Force in Alherta and Saskatchewan 
Numbors 497 men.

Ottawa, Feb. 23-—The annual report of 
the Northwest Mounted police was pre- 
sented to parliament yesterday. Tho 
strength of the force is 55 officers, 549 
non-commissioned officers and constables 
and 80 guides, interpreters, scouts and 
special constables, making a total 
strength of 684 and 576 horses. The total 
strength of all ranks is 129 less and 30 
horses less than last year. The force is 
divided as follows: 

Alberta 227, Saskatchewan 270, North- 
west Territories 30, Yukon 141, and 
Peace-Yukon trail 16. The strength in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan is 497, only 
threo under the number agreed upon.

Premier Ruther- 
ford in equally hearty terms expressed 
his interest in the work of the society. 

The scope of the work was briefly ex- 
plained by Col, Edwards, Mr. Round 
reading the draft of a constitution pre- 
pared by a committee appointed at the 
last meeting... This constitution was 
considered at length and with a few 
amendments adopted. A committee con- 
sisting or John A. McDougall, Col. Ed- 
wards, A, S. Rosenroll, M.P.P., and 
William Short, was appointed to secure 
the incorporation of the society.

SASKATCHEWAN 
FOLLOWS ALBERTA 


Establishes Government Poultry Fatten- 
ing Stations in Connection With 
Tantalion and Moesomin Creamery 
Stations---Plan Patterned After One 
in Vogue in This Province. 


Special to the Bulletin. 

Regina, Feb. £6—During the present 
year the department of agriculture oo 
Saskatchewan will establish poultry fat- 
tening stations in connection with the 
Tantalion and Moosomin  creameries 
which are under government supervi- 
sion. In authorizing this work the com- 
missioner of agriculture believes that it 


will be the means of demonstrating in 
a practical manner why greater care and 
attention should be given to the devel- 
opment of this branch of farming 
throughout the province. With the 
rapid development of the country the de- 
mand for birds in good flesh placed on 
the market according to market require- 
ments is remy oar increasing, and the 
object of the fattening stations is to as- 
sist and edneate the people how to fat- 
ten and prepare birds for the consumer 
in order to aecure the best possible price. 
The system of conducting the work will 
be similar to that pursued to handling 
eggs and creamery products. Suitable 
accommedation will be provided at the 
creameries, and the birds will be re- 
ES at stated periods for fattening.

The weight of the birds accepted from 
each farmer will be placed to his credit 
and an advance of 10 cents per pound 
will be made. The balance, after de- 
dueting the cost ef fattening, will be 
paid to the patrons when the chickens 
have been disposed of. This new depar- 
ture promises to attract considerable in- 
terest among the farmers. The work is 
of such a nature that the boys and girls 
on the farm can handle it, which means 
|} that the attention demanded by the 
| growing of wheat and other larger ac- 
tivities of the farm will not retard its 
development, Already upwards of 1,000 
birds have been promised by the patrons 
of the Moosomin and Tantalion cream- 
eries and it is believed that such profit- 
able returns can be given to the farmer 
as will stimulate an interest in poultry 
production whereby the work can be 
greatly enlarged. The department is de-

REORGANIZATION 


War Secretary Haldane Unfolds His 


Scheme to the Imperial House---- 
Provides for Field Force of 160,000 
and Home Force of 300,000 Men.

PERMIT ISSUED 
FOR POST OFFICE 


Taken Out This Morning by Mey-Sherpe 
ture Will be Five Stories---Stends 
120 Feet Above Sidewalk---Tyndell 
Stone With Marble Trimmings. 


——_——_ 


With a front ene hundred and twenty 
feet above the level of the street, finish- 
ed in brick, with Manitoba limestone, 
and marble trimmings, the new post of- 
fice that is to grace McDougall avenue 
will shortly be started and ere long will 
stand among the handsome structures 
that are to add to the grandeur of the 
capital city of Alberta. The building 
will be up to date in every particular 
and will be a credit both to citizens and 
to the government, who are reaponsible 
for its construction. 

At the office of the building inspector 
this morning a permit was taken out by 
the May-Sharp Constraction Co. for the 
new structure. 

The estimated cost of the building is 
$250,000, It is to be 79 feet 6 inches 
by 129 feet, and will be four stories high, 
with basement. The height of the struac- 
ture will be 120 feet from the street 
grade line. 

The foundation will be of concrete and 
stone and the foundation wall will be 
4 3-4 fect thick. The external walls will 
be 2 1-2 feet thick up to the third floor, 
and two feet thick above. 

The front will be of brick with Mani- 
toba limestone and marble trimmings. 
There will be a mansard roof of copper. 
The joists and lath will all be steel and 
the floors will be of steel, concrete and 
marble, There will be spiral steel stair- 
cases, and an elevator. The ceilings will 
be 18 feet, 15 feet, 16 feet and 12 feet, 
and the basement 10 feet. 


CALGARY HAS 
GROWN PAINS 


Shall there be a greater Calgary or 
not? The issue of the question hangs 
in the balance today, but will be decid- 
ed this evening when both parties will 
be heard before the standing committee 
of the legislature on municipal law. 

The bill to validate and confirm the 
bylaws respecting the extension of the 
city limits of Calgary will com up in 
the House for its second reading today 
and will be referred to the committee on 
municipal law, who will hear the argu- 
ments for and against the extension. 

An influential deputation of those op- 
posed to the extension arrived in the 
city last night and another representing 
the claims of the city are on the way. 
The opposing deputation consists of 
Mesesra, P. Burns, of P. Burns & Co., 
Toole, of the C. P. R.; Carson, of the 
Western Milling Co.; Gibbs, of the 
Brackman-Ker: Co.; Cross, of the Cal- 
gary Brewing Co.; and W. L. Walsh, re- 
presenting a number of clients. 

This deputation waited upon the prem- 
ier this morning and were introduced by 
E. H. Riley, M.P.P. for Gleichen. The 
contention of the deputation, as stat 
by Mr. Burns, is that they object to the 
manner in which they are being forced 
into the city. Mr. Burns states that he 
has established his business without any 
banus from the tamf tem wy tgm tvg 
bonus from the city and maintains a 
large pay roll that has done a great deal 
towards the growth of the city. He has 
established his own lighting, fire and 
sewage systems. The Western Milling 
Co., and the Brackman-Ker company 
advance similar arguments. They con- 
tend that the city owes as much to them 
as they do to the city and resent the 
high handed action of the city council, 

The residents of the other suburbs of 
Calgary comprise a population of over 
2,000 who are not ready nor willing for 
incorporation. They contend that the 
council has never approached them in 
any way but arrogantly has stretched 
forth its tentacles to wind them in. They 
claim, moreover, that @ large percent- 
age of the pecple of the city itself are 
opposed to the extension because the city 
cannot provide water and sewerage for 
the whole city. After 90 years, although 
the city covers only 1,700 acres, less than 
half of that area is still unprovided with 
water and sewerage, a condition that will 
be greatly aggravated if the area is en- 
larged to 7,000 acres, as stipulated in the 
proposed bylaws. This also is advanced 
as an argument againat extension by the 
suburban residents, ‘They claim the city 
ix unable to furnish them with these 
conveniences, yet desires to tax them, 

About two weekx ago the suburban 
residents made overtures to the city 
council and proposed to accede to incor: 
poration if the city would agree to ex- 
empt the buildings for five years, and 
not assess the land above $500 an acre, 
The city council refused to consider the 
proposal,

North re 
ports are not #9 frequent, put it ts 
certain that things are worse there. 
In many sections ranchers ce:late 
their losses will not be any greater 
than any other year. 

John T. Boulton, of Peigan Creek, 
says that he has no loss at all worth 
mentioning, nor is there any in that 
vicinity. He was willing to bet $100 
that not ten out of his 1,500 are 
dead. Some time ago his men mov- 
ed the Packing Company's 600 cat- 
the twelve miles further north and 
there was no loss among them. , On 
his ranch are many others fit tor teef, 
and he saw many more on his way 
in. He has been feeding a few and 
has lote of hay left. 

J. F. Leonard, of Sevea Persons, 
says that the atqck is all right out 
there, only @ few dogies having died.

The ultimatum of the Railway Com- 
mission to the companies upon this eub- 
ject, aw delivered by Judge Killam. for 
the board, is as follows: 

“The board, both receitly and inthe 
end of the year 1905,' teceived many 
py gens concerning the ineuffic eacy 
of the supply of roiling stock and oth- 
er equipment upon railways, and con- 
cerning the delay in’ the traneporta- 
tion and delivery of traffic. The board 
has made some inquiries into these mat- 
ters, and it has reagon to be'ieve that 
some railway companies have not been 
suppjiied with rolling stock and other 
equipment reseseary for enabling them 
without delay, to rece ve, carry, and de- 
liver traffic; and have failei to carry 
and deliver with due diligence. The 
board also fears that valiway ;omoanies 
have not fully realizei their responsib- 
ilities in these respects and have not 
made the efforts which they might and 
should have made to give proper and 
efficient service. 

ADVERSE CONDITIONS HAVE AG- 
GRAVATED CASE. 

“The board reali:es that circum- 
stances beyond the control of railway 
officiats, and an unprecedented devel- 
opment of traffic, which was not and 
could not reasonably have tesn fore- 
een, have contributed to make the sit- 
‘uation worse than it would otherwite 
have beer. 

WHAT THE ACT REQUIRES 

“The Railway Act requires com- 
panies, according to their respective 
powers, to furnish adequate and. suit- 
able accommodation for the reveiving, 
loading, carrying, unloading and dejiv- 
ery of all traffic offered tor carriage 
upon their railways; and, without, *: 
lay, and with due care and dilige ce, to 
receive carry and deliver all such traf- 
fic, and to furnish and use all proper 
appliances, accommodation. and means 
necessary for these purpo3zes. 

THE BOARD WANTS TO KNOW 


“The board desires to receive from 
all railway companies information as 
to the extent to which they have com- 
plied with these provisions of the sta- 
tute; to what exteat they have failed 
to do so; and to what. circumstances 
they attribute and on what grounds 
they excuse, any euch failure. 
WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

“The board desires, aleo, to be in- 
formed as to the s.epe which the rail- 
way companies are taking to provice 
themselves with the equi it neces- 
sary to fulfil the requirements of the 
statute; whether these steps will, in 
the opinion of the rezponsible officials 


Teapective companies, enable them 
comply with the requirements

fully to 
the statute in the future, and ff not 
what grounds they excuse them- 
@elves for not taking such etejs as ap- 
pear necemary for this purpose. Also, 


whether such officials have reagon to

| BOARD WILL INQUIRE FURTHER 

“The board does not expect to ac- 
cep: answers to these questions, but to 
make them the subject of further in- 
quiry. It thinks that it will be in the 
interest of the railway companies, as 
well as that of the public, that the in- 
| formation be given full and frankly. 
CONSIDERATION SHOWN 

“The board has hitherto fet a diffi- 
culty in *making for the supply 
of cars or other equipmeit, upon spe- 
cific complaints, for fear that this 
might result in taking from uthere of 
the public facilities to which ttey were 
equally entitlei with the complainants. 
SHOULD TAKE THE WARNING 


“The board has alao felt that ttre 
unprececerated activity of business could 
not have been fully foreseen by the of- 
ficlals of railway companies; andthat 
it could not reasonably adopt a policy 
which would have penalize! the rail- 
way companies for failure to have the 
necessary e,ulpment or to be fully pre- 
pared to handle traffic with due expedi- 
tion, But the board think that thecir- 
cumstances of the last two yeira should 


serve a3 a warning; and that meigures | 


which would not have beea just and 
reasonable uncer previous existing cir- 
cumstances, may be go in future, 
especially afer companies have 
fully notified of the views which the 
board takes. 

EQUIPMENT FIRST 

“The board is also of opinion that 
the making of large expenditures in 
improvements of railways, and espec- 
flatly in building of new lines of rail- 
way, furnish evidence of the powers 
of railway companies, in respe:t of fin- 
ancial requirer-ents, to supply all roll- 
ing stock and equipment; and tte board 
wi'l also feel oblige! 1o consider care- 
fully whether railway compan'e: which 
are ex.eiding the'r lines and thereby 
rendering necessary a further supply 
of new rolling stock and oquioment; 
are justified in doing ro without fully 
equipping the lire which they are al- 
ready operating. 
| COMPANIES MUST LIVE UP TO OB- 

LIGATIONS. 

“The board does not cesire to ho'd 
railway companies to a higher standard 
than seems to it reigonable; but it 
proposes in the future, to adopt all 
means within its power io make rall- 
way companies live up to a reasonable 
Standard, and to give to the public, 
80 far as circumstances rence: {t reas- 
onably possible, the services which the 
Statute requires.
